Agencies Urge More Services 
For New Chinese Immigrants

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Repre- 
sentatives from 17 community 
agencies met in SFE on May 16 and 
17 to exchange experiences in 
serving newcomers and explore 
possibilities in strengthening their 
network and ， enhancing their 
visibility at the Federal level.、Ihe 
participants emphasized the need for 
more SerVices for the everincreasing 
number of new Chinese immijgrants 
andthe needfor more staffand funds 
to promote the programsS. 

INVOLVED 

It was the 6th annual conference 
of the Chinese Immigrants Services 
Agencies of North America. “We 
already have aunited front ”said Po 
Wong, executive director of Chinese 
Newcomers Service Center. “What 


We hneed is to develop a greater 
Visibility at the higher level of the 
government and a Stronger lobbying 
powerT, esSpecially in the areas of job 
training， housing， and bilingual 
education where our voice alone is 
not Strong enough.” He urged the 
agencies to join hands with other 
ethnic :minorities to_ capture good 
legislations and Service:grants. 
According to Bong To of 
Portland,al19641legislation provides 
that the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service is funded to 
hire bilingual personriel to help new 
immigrants with janguage 
deficiency,. He said that Since much 
of the interpretation job has been 
acquired by: community agencies 
without financial aid from the 
government, the INS should at least 


be aware of that responsibility. 
PRESSURE 

The IJNS should also try to be 
more helpful to those agencies who， 
according to the up=-date information 
at the conference, are often working 
under presSsure of being torn between 
the need of services and the 
Shortage of staff and fund, said 工 o. 

The participants also discussed 
the possibility of taking preventative 
measures in Solving immigrant 
problems based on Hong 天 ong 
eXperience. 

Wong said that some of the 
Problems，Such as youth behavior 
and cultural adjustment，could be 
prevented or alleviated by Pre- 
migration counseling in China and

Affect Our Community 


The Chinese American population，Ssince the World War II，has 
become lncreasingly hetcrogeneouSs、JInstead of being prcdominantly 
Cantonese-Speaking and American-born，we now have immigrants 
from all over the world.， Since the 1970s，with the geopolitical 
transformation in both Asia and Latin Amerlica，the post-war trend 
has accelerated considerably with growing numbers from Taiwan 
and other provinces of China，Hong Kong and Indochina，Sspeaking 
a varliety 0f Chinese dialects. With these demographic variance 
came alSso chan8es lin Chinese .American 1life-style，institutions and 
preoccupation. The following editorials reflect some of . these 
changes and emergling concerns. 


News from Tailwan 


While news on the Henry Liu case and on the financial Scandal 
involving the Tenth Credit Cooperative of Taiwan continue to 
attract attentlion in the Chinese-language newSspapers throughonut 
the US,， human rights in Taiwan has emerged as the foremost issSue 
durling the past few weeks，precipitating yet another political crisis 
in Taliwan and engulfing 3a _ significant segment of the Chinese 
Amerlcan population in the struggle. 

The latest crisis apparently began with a Taiwan government 
decision to massively crackdown and ban Several dissident， 
non-KMT masgazlnes whlch up until recently have been publishing 
crltical，and at times，Ssensational articles on the Henry Liu case 
and the financial scandal，、The decision has inspired widespread 
protests in Taliwan and among Taiwanese immigrants throughout 
the US. 

Withlin this political climate came the news that the two of 
Taiwan'"s best known "prisoners of conscience"- Shih Ming-teh and 
Chen Ming-chung - were about: to die because of ill health and 
jnadequate medical help in the prison facility on Green Isljand off 
the coast of Taiwan. (Both political prisoners have been 
Imprisoned for about twenty years.) In addition，Shih .began 3 
hunger Strlke on April 1 to protest government's handling of the 
Liu case and the Tenth Credit case and to demand the Telease of all 
political prisoners, the lifting of martial laws and the restoration of 
democracy in Talwan. The reaction among th immigrants from 
Talwan has been prompt: Several human rights organizations 
circulatcd petitions and organized demonstrationSs coast to coast， 
and 3a mass hunger Strike involving at least 100， persons， 
Iepresenting 5$8 Taiwanese Associations、in front of the White 
House, led by Shih's American wife,， will'begin July 1. 

Last week，the protest against the KMT domination widened as 
14 non-KMT provincial assemblymen resigncd in mass and 7 
non- 氏 MT congresSmen staged a walkout to protest the "tyranny of 
the majority”" and the 35-year stall of the legislation permitting the 
self-rule of 1local jurisdictions in Taiwan， (The third and final 
rcading of this legislation has been blocked by the KMT majority 
Since 19S00)，Support of this latest protest among some Chinese in 
the US 1s also grOwin8g. 


These Seemlingly distant events，though unreported in major 
American media，have increasingly becomec an integral part of 
Chinese American political life，at least for those immigrants with 
roots，Trelatives and friends in Taiwan. Chinese American 
involvement in these events reflects the changing make-up of the 
Chinese population in the US.，、While thcere has been no precise 
count on the number of Chinese immigrants from Taiwan，the 
number is grOwing Tapidly. We think they must now constitute at 
least 10% of the Chinese population in the US. 


We are 0pposed to Chinese American direct involvement in the 
politics of foreign countries，aSs much as we resent foreign 
jnterference in the Chinese American community. But from the 
human rights Standpoint，we are deeply concerned about the rights 
and jndeed，the lives of both Chen and Shih， We join our fellow 
Chinese Americans in calling on the Taiwan government to do its 
utmost to prevent the death of these two long-Suffering prisoners 
of conscience by releasing them to the care of appropriate medical 
experts and their 1ove 0nes. 
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News from Hong Kong 


In this column we have noted the growing number of 
Chinese-language newspapers from Hong Kong and Talwan in the 
Chinese American community。、Understandably the new immigrants 
from these places make the marketing of these papers easy an 
profitable. Modern _ technology (Such as，direct Satellite 
transmission，offset printing，and automated mailing Service) has 
made reproduction，printing and distribution of these foreign 
newspapers fast and economical.， AS a result，the community has 
been flooded with these newspapers that captivate thelir energy， 
interests and concerns back home, often at the expense of delaying 
their adjustment to Amerlican life and hence，thelir well-belings 1n 
the US. 

A case ln point is the arrival of yet another HK paper，the 
Popular Daily，which Specializes in Sex and anti-communism. 
Like the other half dozen HK dailies，except the Sing Tao Daily，it 
has no news on the Chinese American community.。 We fail to See 
how these papers will better inform the immigrants of community 
ljssues vjtal to their adjustment to life in America. 

From the way people in Chinatown Snatched up the newSpapers 
headlining the death by gas polison of HK TV star，Barbara Yung， 
26，last week， it is obvious that many are still preoccupled with 
events in HK and that the market for HK or Taiwan-originated 
media and entertainment will continue to capture their attention， 
Not surprisingly，1local Chinese TV programs also cashed in On the 
tragedy by airing Barbara Yung's plays. 

The ability to tap into and exploit this expanding market of 
homesick immigrants may be profitable to the operators and 
distributors for Some time，the pheonomenon does very little in 
resolving _ community problems，such as housing，health，education， 
employment and civil and political rilghts. 

We hope these Chinese-language papers and media outlets will 
soon join us in doing what we in the business of reporting Should 
be doing，that is，cultivating an informed public and reSsponsible 
citizenship and building of a strong，viable Chinese Amerlican 
community. 


Walter Lum Place 


The official name change of Breham Place to Walter U. Lum 
Place in the heart of Chinatown 1last week is historic and 
community-building indeed，This is the first Street in the US to be 
named after a Chinese American.， How appropriate this is. Lum 
was not a_ Confucius，Sun Yat-sen Or Mao Zedong，Dnames 
well-known worldwide for their roles in the history of China. But 
in the annal of the Chinese in the US，he is important，and 
therefore，deserving of a prominent and pcrmanent Tecognition 
within the community. 

Henceforth，Walter U. Lum will be remembered as a civil rights 
advocate of the Chinese American community in a period when 
anti-Chinese sentiment was Tampant and anti-Chinese 1aws 
constitutional. He led the community in the struggle against 
racism， He founded the Chinese Times to educate and inform the 
community。、As one of the founders of CACA，he helped organize 
and build the community to better Tesist the forces of racial 
OppIesSion. 

Thbe renaming of the street is a_ victory, not of the Lum family 
or any of the community organizations involved in the Struggle to 
make the name change，but of the Chinese American community 
as a whole. His _ contribution to the Chinese in the US is an 
integral part of the collective memory of Chinese America， IThe 
Street name now Stands as 3 constant reminder of OUuUT past and as 
an inspiration for the current and fulture generations 0f Chinese

Chinese Americans， and other 
Asian Americans, are getting better 
in learning how to ask for things in 
return，Such as appointments to of- 
fice. But in terms of electing oOUT 
Own people to political office， 
that?s something that has been very 
difficult,”claimed Woo. 

“The next step will be to start to 
mobilize our political power in the 
number of voters and the potential 
campaign _ contributions，and ac- 
tually elect ouUr people from our 
own community into elective office.

“There's a lot we need to do in 
registering Chinese Americans to 
vote.

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Chinese Language Schools 
In US are Alive and Well 


By ERNEST CHANN 
OAKLAND 一 Choruses of the 
Chinese phonetic alphabet “bur， 
pur，mur，fur . . .”again resound 
throughout the land. What appeared 
to be a dving institution among 
Overseas Chinese has been revived 


with the increasing population of 


AsSians abroad. 
Of all Asian groups in America， 


the Chinese have always been the- 


most concerned about preserving 
their language and culture Since 


arriving in Californiain the middle of 


the 19th century. No _ matter how 
small and remote the Chinese com- 
munity，as long as there were 
children, there was always Some 
trace of Chinese Schooling. 
SCHOOLS 

Hawaii， a more ethnically 
diverse Society, once even Supported 
language Schools for Portuguese， 
German， French， 开 orean， and 
Japanese as well as Chinese. The 
Japaneselanguage schools in the US 
were all but abandoned during 
World War IL buttheyhavemade a 
comeback with a vengeance on the 
Islands and are now the busiest 
SOcial centers for youngsters AsSian 
and non-Asians alike. 

London' s first Chinese language 
School was opened in 1935. Today 
there are over /0 Such Schools across 
Britain with the largest enrollment of 
over 900 being the London Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce School 
established only in 1968. Moreover， 
there are now Several hundred 
Chinese language Schools 
throughout Europe. 

Arecentreport Saidthatthere are 
Over 60 Chinese language Schools 
along the east coast of the US， 
Tanging from 上 lorida to Mass- 
achusetts，Ohio to Wisconsin and 
Louisiana. 

In northern California, there are 
over 60 Chinese schools. In SF 
Chinatown, six major Schools teach 
about 2,500 students Cantonese for 
afewhours aday. Intheeastbay,the 
largest is the Chinese Community 
Center in Oakland with 600 students 
enrolled. Many churches and 
community groups also Sponsor 
Chinese classes. 

IMMIGRANTS 

Much of this renewed vigor， 
which had been on a steady decline 
Since the 1950`s,has been attributed 
to the recent immigration of ethnic 
Chinese from Southeast Asia. These 
famillies highly regard _ traditional 
Chinese values，strict discipline in 
the upbringing of their children, and 
the preservation of their Cantonese 
dialect just as did the preceding 
generations of ljaborer and merchant 
families from southern China， 

However，many of the small 
Saturdays-only schools thatsprouted 
within the past five years, from San 
Joseto Sacramento, teach Mandarin 
only.“TIhis is a new generation of 
children from middle class and 
professional families from Hong 
Kong and Taiwan,” states Lucia 
Hui，Pprincipal of the 天 ensington 
上 astbay Chinese School. “These 
Suburban Chinese are concerried 
about their ethnic identity and that 
thelir children socialize with fellow 
Chinese.” Also many adults and 
non-Chinese intent on travelling to 
China wanting an introduction to the 
language and culture have kept these 
Schools active. 

Tuition is minimal as Support 
often comes from family 
3aSSociations, community businesses， 


and Private donations. Most of the 
textbooks are provided free of charge 
by the Iaiwan government such 


as the 71zel zhno Wan DJ) which 
contains both pinyin and Chinese 
phonetization and is Surprisingly free 
of political propaganda and thus is 
enthusiastically endorsed by teach- 
erTS， 

CANE 

The earlier established 
Cantoneselanguage Schools conduct 
classes much as they did over 50 
years ago 一 through memorization， 
repetition of brushstrokes，and that 
ever-present disciplinary bamboo 
Cane. 

“Students who miss more than 3 
days of classes in a Semester are 
out,” proclaims Kic Ming Joe， 
principal of Oaklands Chinese 
Community Center， Teachers are 
accredited _ from Hong Kong or 
Taiwan and have at least a year S 
experience. 

Whereas，the newer weekend 
Schools were born out of parent 
involvement，volunteerlism， dance 
and martial arts classes, Or a neigh- 
boring church. “More importantly， 
these new Schools are much more 
integratecdi asaipartR ORALthe 
community,” states _ Steve Ting， 
current president of the Northern 
California Chinese Language School 
Teachers Association. What 
weekend students lack in intensive 
language instructions they make up 
in motivation， enthusiasm， and 
perSonal expreSSion. 

.Public education has gotten on 
the bandwagon _ with bilingual 
programs._ Both the SF Unified 
Schools District and Oakland Public 
Schoolis (at Franklin School) offer at 
least one hour class in Chinese 
Several times a week. In addition to 


]anguage， these Schools include 
Chinese history， _ culture， and 
philosophy in the curriculum. 
PENDULUM 
All parents recognize _ that 


mastering the English language is of 
utmost Importance in Shaping their 
children s education to Successfully 
compete in today s Society, and fora 
period，many abandoned language 
instructions to concentrate “on 
bettering their preparation for col- 
lege， After all，opportunities for 
those Skilled in Chinese are very 
limited， usually ， restricted to 
research，teaching，or 一 God for- 
bid 一 CIA work. But the pendulum 
Seems to be Swinging in the opposite 
direction now as more and more

of Liu on orders of Admiral Wong， 
WwWere themselves convicted of this 
crime by a Taipei Civil Court on 
April 9，and also _ received life 
Sentences. 
QUESTION 

Why was Henry Liu killed? 
Although the recent series of short 
and expedited Taipei trials failed to 
explore .this question，the Court 
Verdicts and testimony from the 
participants do Shed light on it all 
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consistent with- the view of many 
Overseas Chinese that Liu was killed 
merely for publishing a critical 
biography of Taiwan's 75-yearold 
president, Chiang Ching-kuo, son of 
Chiang 开 ai-shek. .That book was 
published in Chinese in Hong Kong 


-just a few weeks prior to Liu's， 


murder. 

Liu's plans to publish the book 
were well known to the Taiwan 
Government During the last year， 
agents acting on behalf of Taiwan's 
Military Intelligence Bureau 
Ieportedly offered Liu up to 
$250,000 to suppress the book He 
refused. And this was not the first 
efiort to interefere with his writing. 
In 1977，Admiral Wong， then 
Taiwan's _ military attache at its 
embassy in Washington, told Liu not 
to write about the ruling Chiang 
family. Liu apparently told Admiral 
Wong that this was “the only thing” 
he wanted to write aboutl Liu felt he 
was safe in the United States, and as 
anaturalized US citizen was outside 
the reach of Taiwan's political police 
and censorship organs. 


ATIACKS 
The May 1 advertisement 
attacks both Seagrave and his 


SoOurces with a broad brush, labeling 
both as “pro-Communist ”Henry 
Liu was Similarly attacked，even 
aier his death. For example，Chen 
Chi-li, the convicted Bamboo Gang 
leader who led the Liu death squad， 
testified he was told Liu had to be 
killed because he was a spy for the 
People's Republic of China and that 
Liu was a traitor. 

Based on these inflammatory 
and untrue accusations， 和 Admiral 
Wong dispatched Liu's killers to 
California with a mandate to“teach 
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him a lesson.” At their trials 
inTaipei, the two killers Chen and a 
high Bamboo Gang Lieutenant, Wu 


ITun， insisted they were acting…“on 


orders”from Admiral Wong，and 
had committed a “patriotic act.” 
They testified that upon their return， 
and before their arrest，another 
Taiwanese Intelligence officer，Col. 
Chen Hu-men, offered each of them 
a reward of $20,000 for their 
Service to -the nation”which they 
refusedl!

One of the chief criticisms of 
Seagrave's bookbythe signatories of 
the May 1 advertisement focuses on 
Seagrave's account of the role of the 
Green GanginKoumingtanghistory 
andpolitical intrigue. Yet, no one can 
deny the leading role ofthat“mafia” 
type group in the brutal murder of 
thousands of trade union leaders and 
political activists in Shanghai iD 
1927，, just as no one can now deny 
thatthe Taiwan Miilitary Intelligence 
Bureau employed the leaders of the 
40,000 member Bamboo Gang to 
murder Henry Liu in October, 1984.

SANTA BARBARA - Jim Yee, a 
computer Programmer and real 


estate broker, has developed a com- 上 


puter software that may take most 
of the risks out of real estate in- 
vestments. 

Known as The Real Estate Con- 


sultant, the software can predict the， 


outcome of real estate investments 
on the basis of 48 questions it asks 
the user，regarding the property 
under consideration . 

Yee's Software was recently the 
only real estate program listed in 
71e 于 hole Eart Sofrware Cata- 
/os，being included among the 362 
best compnuter products out of 
40,000 tested. PC magazine，in its 
January 25，198$, issue，wrote that 
“out of all the software reviewed in 
this two-part series, The Real Estate 
Investment came out on top.…. 让 
sets an excelient example for other 
companies to follow.?” 

The software，Ppriced at -$395， 
runs on IJBM,， Apple，Radio Shack， 
Epson，and about 25 other wellL- 
known brands of microcomputer. 
Yee's company，Consultant 
Systems Inc.，Pprovides upgraded 
VerSions of the software to conform 
to changing real estate and tax laws. 

Even the novice computer USer 
can get a property analysis in his 
first sitting, in a matter of minutes， 
The manual includes help for the 
first-time investor and reference 
materials _ for followup. “We"ve 
designed the program so that a first- 
time rental house buyer，or a syn- 
dicator involved in general and 
limited partnerships，can get very 
detailed pictures of what their in- 
vestments are going to do for 
them,”Ssaid Yee. 

“It also gives them the oppor- 
tunity :to query “What if?” situa- 
tions 一 without understanding com- 
puters， without understanding 
Spreadsheets. These features are as 
useful to corporations as they are to 
real estate agents，developers or in- 
dividual home buyers.?” 

The reason for the program's 
ease is that it is“menu” driven 
This means the user merely looks 
down alist of activities and 
designates the item he would like to 
woOrk on. 

The questions are answered one 
by one, and include such things as 
the property's price，down pay- 
ment， initial closing costs, monthly 
payments of first and Second mort- 
gages, rental income and operating 
expenses， 

A user may look at his property?s 
performance under various rates of 
appreciation or annual rent raises. 
He may also choose among four 
methods of depreciation. The out- 
putprovides an operating statement 
of the first four or eight years of 
Ownership，as well as an “After- 
Sale Return on Investment.”This 
Shows such details as each year's 
gross income from the property， 
vacancy allowances，interest ex- 
pense, depreciation, and taxableiin- 
come.

Born in the Philippines，Mars

Originally from Watsonville，

Asian and Western Perspectives

BERKELEY 一 Living with 
aging parents could be a major 
problem amcng Asian Americans， 
and it is important for us to know 
both Asian and ”Western 
perspectives on thls 1SSue，advised 
Ryo Imamura，a counselor on 


marriage，family and children with 


the EasttWest Counseling Center in 
Berkeley. He offered a workshop on 
this topic recently. 

CONTRASTS 

Comparing the US and Japan 一 
two countries Similar in their degree 
of industrialization 一 Imamura cited 
Several statistics on family 
components which show striking 
contrasts. In the US, only 25 percent 
of those over 05 1live with their 
children，while in Japan 75 percent 
of parents aged65 and overlive with 
their chlldren, and half of these also 
hve with their grandchildren. In the 
US, 49 percent of those over 65 live 
alone, while in Japan, only 9 percent 
of these elders live by themselves. 

In Japan，as in other Asian 
nations, Imamura told East 玉 esk 让 
is _ more jlikely for parents and 
children to continuously live 
together.， ln the US，this is more 
likely to happen when theparents are 
Sick and need care.

However，when the aging and 
alling American parents are Staying 
with the children, they often feelthat 
they are burdens to the young 
persons” family. 

“In Asia, the elderly have a very 
Important role，even when they are 
Sick,”he commented. 

“They have an important place 
not only in the family，but also in 
Society. The Asian parents are more 
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likely to participate in all of the 
activities of the family. They make 
financial decisions, take care of the 
grandchildren, help in housekeeping， 
cooking，acting as Senior advisors. 
They play an important role andthey 
feel that they are valuable and 
esSsential members of the family. 
They are neither a burden nor an 


obligation,”he added. 
Imamura，who has served in the 
Buddhist priesthood in Hawaii 


before coming to _ California，has a 
personal as well as professional 
interestin this topic. His81-year-old 
father and his mother in her late 60"s 
are living with him, his wife and two 
young children. 
ISSEI 

He noted that the issel,， the first 
generation who_ came from Japan， 
grew UP Seeing how elders were 


treated and respected in the old 
country，while their_ children，the 
nisei，did not getthis opportunity. 
They were more likely to use the 
larger American culture as their 
guide. And the sansei，the third 
generation，often were the ones 
advocating Social services for the 
iSSel. 

Many Asian Americans have 
been able to benefit from both Asian 
and American Influences when they 
live with aging parents.“The Asian 
way could be tyrannical，too,， he 
said.“Imagine the poor daughter-in- 


law moving into the home with her 
husband's parents. The parents-in- 
law could demand that She serve 
them all the time. And this could 
cause frictions.” 
WAREHOUSING 
“Compared to _ the American 
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way， which tends to approach the 
aging Parents problem wit 
“warehousing 一 Institutionalization， 
the Asian way Showed remarkable 
contrasts，IThe American way is 
more alooft impersonal，while the 
Asian way is more demanding， 
close-knit， and Structured,” 
Imamura said. 

There is an Asian American 
way, amixture ofboth, to handle this 
problem. “Its very good for us to 
struggle with this issue, it makes us 
more human,”the counselor said. 

“Americans expect to be able to 
take care of themselves when they 
get old. There is a lot of denial of 
getting old. 

“Asian American children want 
to help their aging parents，but the 
lattermay not demand it. They"ll say 
“we don't want to be trouble for you， 
we ll try to live outside, we'lllive in 
the seniorhousing. Andthe children 
will say,“Come on，come on No 
one is demanding， I_ see this 
happening more frequently among 
Asian Americans，which is vey 
good,”he remarked.“It's still not 
easy, but it s more honest.2” 

SICK 

Many Asian Americans do not 
face up to this problem until their 
parents are Sick，he Said. Then the 
family all of a sudden has to come 
together. 

“TIhey never came together 
before， because they ve always 
depended on the grandmother to be 
the Switchboard for the family, the 
focus of the clan. Ifyou have a fight, 
she'll mediate. Ifyou have news, She 
will tell the rest of the family. If you 
plan a family getrtogether，she will 


handle all the details. So now when 
she is Sick，the family falls apart. 
Everyone is saying，what do we do 
They"ve never talked abonut this face 
to face before，and now they have 
to 

Imamura continued. “The most 
difficult problem is having to take 
care ofadyingparent. And this time， 
all the sibling conflicts from long ago 
that have been dormant, are revlived 
and the children become angry with 
one another. It could be the problem 
with responsibility to _ care for the 
parents. It could be money problems. 
It could be the will, since the Parents 
could play favorites, and they fight. 
After the parents pass away, uSually 
the children SPplib they go their 
Separate wayS.” 


ANGER 

“There's so much emotion tied 
up in all of it ”he said.“As Asian 
Americans，we always talk about 
how we love our parents，how we 
respect our elders, but the flip Side is 
anger， embarassment， shame， 
frustration，even hatred is involved. 
We can't talk about these things.” 
Imamura urged that the family in 
crisis consider bringing in  a 
professional to help. “Ihey Should 
Seek help from a counselor，a 
minister, a priest, or a physician. But 
most Asian are embarassed about 
family conflicts. They usually keep， 
quiet, and suffer or resent in Silence， 
and try to put it all away.” 

He emphasized the importance 
of communication， He noted that 
some AsSian religlons and traditions 
teach thatold age and death is part of 
the jlife cycle. “This will make 直 
easier to discuss.”

“Just imagine，in the US there
